open and direct, not disguised as mail 
to lend to profitable steamship operat-

Subsidy Altnintivcs 


The commission can grant two kinds 


of subsidy. First, there is the con- 
struction differential. 
It is cheaper, 


unfortunately, to build a ship abroad 
than in this country. Suppose, as a 
shipper, you want to build a big 
cargo boat which will cost ?1,000,000. 
A survey shows that your Japanese 
competitor can duplicate that boat at 
home for 5700,000. 


In that ease, the Martime Commis- 


sion puts up 5300,000 of the construct- 
tion price. You don't get the money; 
it goes direct to the builder. 
You 


put up one-quarter of the ?700,00 
balance in cash, and you can then 
borrow the rest of the price from 
the government on a 20-year loan ala 
3!£ per cent interest. 


The other kind of subsidy is the 


operating differential. 


Suppose, again, that you are a ship 


owner, running a ship on some de- 
finite oversease route. 
Your prin- 


cipal competitor may be a Greek, 
with far lower operating costs—lower 
wages, lower bills for repairs and 
supplies, and so on. 


The commission makes a careful 


study to see just how much more you 
•have vto -pay *to: keep—your 'line in 
operation than your Greek:competitor 
has io pay—and the .government'pays 
you the difference. 


Wartime Values 


Under these two kinds of subsid- 


ies, then, the commission is undertak- 
ing to rpvive the merchant marine. 
It figures not only that this will be 
a fine thing for our export trade, 
but that it will be of great value to 
the navy. 


For instance: last y»ar 12 tankers 


were laid down for the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. They will be the 
world's finest tankers, able to steam 
at ;i 19-knot clip. 


In case of war, they would be ideal 


auxiliaries for the fleet. Because of the 
special defense features that are being 
built into thorn, the commission is 
paying 28 per cent of their cost.

the Fifty-second General Assembly 
reconvened Monday 
morning with 


legislative leaders predicting all im- 
portant bills will be approved before 
adjournment Thursday. 


The major obstacle to adjournment 


is the tangled sales tax question, but 
Speaker John Bransford said Sunday 
night passage of Senator Ivy W. Craw- 
ford's 100-word measure to repeal 
that section of the present sales liiw 
which would make it expire on July 
1, 1939, to make it a continuing levy, 
would solve the problem. 


Senator Crawford introduced his 


measure in the senate Saturday, after

NATCHEZ, Miss.—The roar of guns 


at Fort Sumter 78 years ago sounded 
the death knell for a wierd but in- 
triguing architectural dream, conceiv- 
ed by.one of the old South's wealthiest 
and most gifted aristocrats. 


The bursting shells at the South 


Carolina Fort that touched off the 
War Between the States, halted con- 
struction of Longwood, one of Natchez' 
most interesting showpieces, but not 
before word had progressed sufficient- 
ly to provide a concrete idea of what 
the unique mansion would have look- 
ed' like had it been completed. 


It stands today as a monument to 


the dream of Dr. Haller Nutt, South- 
ern aristocrat with inventive tenden- 
cies who amassed a vast fortune from 
cotton.

Skilled workmen were brought from 


the North, When war broke out they 
left their tools, paint buckets and 
brushes on the scaffolds and hurried 
back to join the Union forces. 


Dr. Nutt, a Northern 
sympathizer, 


lingered long enough to supervise 
completion of the ground floor and 
the boarding up of the other stories. 
That is the way Longwood stands 
today. The Nutts were repaid in part 
for the war damage to their property 
but there was no slave labor, costly 
statuary and a magnificent marble 
sairway, ordered from Europe, had 
been returned, so the house was never 
completed. 


A hundred thousand dollars was 


spent on Longwood 
before 
work 


ceased.) Architects have estimated 
twice that amount would be requir- 
ed to complete it as originally con- 
ceived. 


The ground floor provided a large 


nursery, apartments for a white house- 
keeper, a billard roonv card room, 
wine cellar and space for a centra] 
heating plant. 


Vast Library 


On the main floor, as on the ground 


floor, there were eight rooms, eight 
panels to each room and eight panels 
in each door. Everything was done in 
eights. A huge library to house Dr. 
Null's collection of more than 10000 
volumes was provided on the main 
floor, together with a banquet hall, 
drawing room, reception hall and an 
apartment for the mistress. 


Bedrooms made up the third floor 


while the fourth floor was given over 
to apartments for white servants or 
maids of guests who might come from 
the north. The f ifth floor was designed 
as a huge sunparlor or observation 
room and the sixth comprised a tower 
room to be closed in glass. 


That Longwood was never com- 


pleted is indeed a tragedy, but had it 
been it probably would lack much of 
the romance and legend that lurk in 
the dust covered nooks of the unique 
and imposing old structure. 


On hand to relate Longwood's his- 


toric background and its multiple 
legends is Merritt Ward, grandson of 
Dr. Nutt, He's a character as unique 
as Longwood itself and lends much to 
the atmosphere which surrounds the 
old uncompleted mansion.

Babies Get a Break in New Foods Designed

Most olcler people can remember 


when little attention was given to 
special diets for babies. They usual- 
ly were able to get along fairly well 
by chewing on a piece of toast or o 
bone, most of the diet consisting of 
crudely-mashed vegetables or chopped 
meat, prepared by the mother in (he 
home. 


In, most instances the baby was serv- 


ed the same food as the rest of the 
familly, except that the, amounts were 
smaller mid the most obviously crude, 
and rough materials were, avoided. 


As we have learned more and 


more about the important substances 
In the diet aful the nature of the baby's 
digestive, apparatus, 
manufacturers 


have developed more and more types 
of 
foods planned 
particularly for 


the baby and the growing child. 


We know," for example, that highly- 


Eeasoried fopds 
may 
be 
irritating 


to lite delicate digestive system of the 
infant. 
Therefore, soups made for 


infants ai'e seasoned only with a small 
amount of salt. Such seasonings »s 
mustard, pepper, and paprika are com- 
pletely avoided. 


We know also that the baby's dig- 


esetive apparatus is not fitted to take 
care of 
fibrous material which is 


the basis of what is called roughage. 
Therefore, soups for babies are usual- 
ly passed through a sieve to bring 
'about a fine consistency. 


As the baby needs footl.conscentrat- 


ed in materials necessary for growth, 
soups for babies are seldom thin con- 
sommes, or extractives. They are pre? 
ferably thick soup with much more 
food vali)e. in each teaspopnful than 
is found in a cup of ordinary soup. 


The baby does not drink soup as does 


the adult. Its stomach does not have 
the capacity of the adult stomach. 
A squp for an ndult may consist large- 
ly of water and some extractive. 


In soups prepared for babies, how^ 


ever, there are usually considerable 
amounts of liver or other meats which 
will provide iron and necessary vita- 
mins. Milk does not provide enough 
iron, and certainly not enough vitamin 
B for the baby's needs. 


In addition to various specially pre- 


pared soups now, available, manufac- 
tures have also prepared meats, vege- 
table and cereals which have been 
ppssed through a seiye to get rid 
of the masses of fibrous material. 


The vegetables include spinach, peas, 


tomatoes, potatoes, celery, and green 


pens and carols. The.cereals.include, 
rice, barley flour, and, pearl barley!

What does your community or your 


itate do about bicycle regulation? 


It is high time that the two-wheeler 


be viven a definite status of some 
sort. So far most communities have 
slinked the responsibility. The annual 
toll of life is increasing by thousands, 
and children are the majority of vic- 
ims. 


The issue cannot be evaded much 


longer, I feel sure, on the grounds 
that the "kids should have a break," 
as one legislator said. No one wants 
to spoil their fun, but it does seem 
mportant to keep them alive. 


Rulings in general run something 
ike this: "A bicycle may ride on the 
sidewalk iinless prohibited (which it 
usually is) by municipal ordinance." 
"As a bicycle s lighter and more 
easily controlled, it should turn aside 
for heavier vehicles." 
"It may be 
bicycle may 
"On a side- 


Walk, the cyclist takes the responsibi- 
lity of rsk to predestrians." "He is 
guilty of negligence if he rides care- 
lessly or without a lipht at -night." 


Regulation Includes Caution 


The quotes give us an idea of where 


the bicycle stands in law, It is 
not altogether the responsibility of the 
motorist, but also of the cyclist, to 
keep out of trouble on street or road. 
The latter has his rights, but he has 
not all the rights. He must be as care- 
ful and must conform (o the same 
rules as the driver of a car, truck 
or street car. He must use discretion 
and care. 


I think that perhaps the licensing 


of all bicycles is the answer. It nol 
only protects the rider from theft too 
common these days (for the thiel 
would have to show his license to 
claim ownership), but it entitles the 
one in trouble to a fair hearing in 
a case for damages. 
And as any 


license has the moral effect of mak- 
ing the owner more catious and res- 
ponsible, our children might learn 
to keep their eyes open and not 
take chances. 


It is right and proper that a wheel 


be recognized as having road rights. 
But so do pedestrians nave road 
rights. What man would say, "I am 
entitled to a place to walk in this 
crowded lane of moving death," when 
his life may be the price of his judg- 
ment? What should be, and what is, 
are entirely different matters. 


Fees Benefit Cymlists 


But licensing might help a lot,: such 


as providing funds for bicycle lanes 
in the open country and parks. Lic- 
ense fees would be comparatively 
small, perhaps at a guess, half a dollar 
or a dollar. And at last the children 
would be riding under rules and re- 


gulations known to them and to their 
parents, without Ihe guess work that 
leads to misfortune. 


When greater safety is assured, then 


cycling could again become the fine 
national sport it used to be. Many 
children are denied wheels today, be- 
cause there is no safe place for them 
to ride; and also because parents fear 
theft. 


In the meantime, parents should 


give their boys and girls cotrain 
warnings and see that they are observ- 
ed. We have made a point of train- 
ng our children about crossing streets 
on foot. 
Bicycle education is quite 


as important.

Mr. Bates 
gives you 13 portraits in all, two of 
them ai'most novelettes, They sweep 
across the broad canvas of the unfor- 
tunate Spain, depicting its life under 
monarchy, republic and the current 
civil war. Mr. Bates himself

fought in the front lines at Madrid.
